MR. CHARLIE'S CHICKEN HOUSE $2.00 


In a funny story with appropriate pictures this is a different sort of how- 
to-do-it book. It all comes about because Mr. Charlie wants eggs for breakfast. And 
eggs mean chickens. And chickens mean a chicken house. So he goes out to buy the 
materials, and as he puts them together with simple tools there is a sound explanation, 
in simple terms, of construction. His roly poly figure in the blue and red drawings 
lends humor to the text.

Because Martin's mirror self does everything he does- making the same mis- 
takes, eating the same food and so forth- it is dull. He is happy as a clam when 
Spring brings Elsa to play with.

Those who liked the stories Uncle Fritz told in [t Was All Very Strange 
(1953, p. 479) will appreciate a second installment, but for our money they still trip 
themselves by making too much of an effort to be funny. This time the stories are all 
connected with Uncle Fritz' search for a family heirloom, a stickpin that had been given 
him by an aunt. When the stickpin disappears, the fantasy of queer characters and ani- 
mate objects plays itself out- as Uncle Fritz meets up with a travelling park bench, a 
talking frog, a hobo banker and so forth. It could be read at bedtime- a chapter a 
night- but heavy handed improbabilities drown what they are meant to spoof and are 
without the grace that could cultivate a good sense of humor.

* Another serious problem is sensibly and sympathetically handled by Pearl Buck in 
a book that maintains the former standards of her books for children. Many families sooner 
or later are beset with old people and what happens to young Mary Lou's here, when Grand- 
father comes to live with them on their farm, could be typical. Where Mother had been 
happy before, she turns quiet and pensive at Grandfather's arrival. But Mary Lou is a gay 
child. She makes friends with Grandfather, does not mind caring for him when he needs it 
and is quick to respond to his understanding nature that dislikes asking favors and treas- 
ures the days when he can walk out doors with Mary Lou. On one such day they stop by the 
beech tree and Grandfather explains that the old, like the tree, send their spirit to the 
new young roots. This is enough to make Mary Lou intervene when she hears her Mother and 
Father planning to send the old man to a home because Of the depressing effect they think he 
is having on the children.

The d'Aulaires teach a solemn lesson in safe driving, but were it not for their 
accompanying colored lithographs, the unimaginative text would make a dull book. Two cars, 
one old and one new go for a ride one evening to prove which of them is the better. The 
new one breaks rules and is reprimanded by a policeman. The old car is about to get home 
first when he is stopped by the same cop, to be congratulated for safety performance, thus 
losing the race but gaining the glory.

A LITTLE HOUSE OF YOUR OWN Cloth; $1.75 


* First impressions of privacy- whether under the dining table, or huddled in bed, 
or perched in a tree top- are quite imaginatively portrayed by the author of The Giant Story 
(Harper- 1953). A house of one's own has a strong appeal as a place to think, or shut your 
eyes, or invite friends, and it can be almost anywhere, as the simple blank verse *2xt shows. 
Though the style is reminiscent of Ruth Krauss, and the tiny drawings by Irene Haas, of 
Maurice Sendak's work- each in combination here has its own quality.

JOHN RATTLING-GOURD OF BIG COVE $2.50 


Cherokee legends receive a studied interpretation as the author-artist relates 
those which became most familiar to him during his ten years near the Qualla Indian Re- 
servation in North Carolina. The 24 legends included are woven into a story thread as John 
Rattling-Gourd tells them to a group of contemporary Cherokee children. Many of their 
themes are recognizable in the stories of how the deer got his antlers, how the turtle beat 
the rabbit and so forth, but in collection they are a good indication of the heart of 
Cherokee mythology. Detail creates strikingly massive effects in Mr. Bell's drawing. (3/8)

A prolific writer, Miss Mason turns her gift to creation for children of all ages. 
This time she recounts animal frolics in a fantasy of pioneer days, with the central char- 
acter Miss Posy, a frolicsome calf whose mother Susannah some of the children will remember. 
There's less of the pioneering background here- and more of homesteading, in which Miss Posy 
plays her part. The children, Danny and Sara, made her a playmate, and the time came when 
Miss Posy's agility helped avert an Indian attack.

Maw 
is a practicing mother cat who lives with a nice family and always places her kittens 
in nice homes. But the procedure is interrupted when Sonny, a big kitten, refuses to 

@ stay away and as he grows up in the same house with Maw, her antagonism becomes fear- 
some. Sonny leads a hounded life- until Maw is frightened up a tree and will not come 
down until Sonny shows her how and can then start out on an equal footing. Pencil 
drawings by the author show action to advantage.

Lide, Alice Alison & Abingdon Press

LAPLAND DRUM 


The Wooden Locket (1953, p. 114) was a story of Polish D.P.'s in Alabama. And 
now moving to northern of Europe the authors display the same warm feeling for a people 
as they did in the former. Branda and Vik, children of Ukko the herdsman, follow the daily 
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and seasonal round of activities- skiing, caring for the reindeer, going to town, 
averting the danger from a wave of lemmings and so forth. But there is a further 
story in the making. Torben, a teacher who is with them, alludes to an outstanding 
event in Lapp history. Ulja, a witch man, gives them clues that lead to a cave with 
ancient wall paintings. An attractive story that seems to capture something of a 
little known country.

Witheridge, Elizabeth P. Abingdon Press 
MARA OF OLD BABYLON $1.50 


A story of the end of the Hebrew captivity in Babylon is centered around 
Mara, a young girl in a Jewish family who have fared well but are determined to leave 
as soon as the advent of Cyrus allows their return to Jerusalem. There are good story 
elements as they prepare for their momentous return. Isaiah is among them, telling 
them all of the necessity to live where they can worship their own God. Kish, a slave 
boy, is rescued from a cruel Babylonian master so he can belong to Mara's family. 
Finally the triumph of Cyrus, a wise ruler who sees little good in coercion- allows 
the exodus to begin. Competent, but a quiet telling detracts from the potential 
drama.

HERO, THE BIGGEST CAT IN THE WORLD $2.50 


* Hero is a Supercat, conscientious, reserved and manly, who keeps watch over 
all the cats who live in his town. And Hero's creator is master at the kind of dead 
pan narrative which pokes gentle fun at human traits as she amusingly adorns them with 
fur, meeows and waving tails. When Hero rescues a kitten named Beautiful, he and his 
friend Horrible- who is not half so strong minded and depends on Hero's leadership- 
care for the kitten. Along comes Rascal then, a cat from the outside worid who tells 
them things they never knew before. His store of knowledge includes circuses and when 
one of them comes to town, Beautiful's mother is happily discovered among its personnel. 
Sustained humor makes this delightful reading aloud too, for the Jenny Linsky audiences.

THE MYSTERY OF THE MISSING GOAT $2.50 


Two boys who live in the country near Puget Sound have an exciting time one 
summer when the disappearance of their goat leads to an escaped convict's hideout in 
a deserted farmhouse. Hunting for their goat, Puddin and Sandy notice a big, hairy 
individual in the old house. The boys' detecting leads to the discovery of tunnels 
connecting the house to a sea cave. When Sandy is nearly trapped in it, the convict 
helps him out. The convict is finally killed in a fire and the boys realize there is 
good in everyone though they know that it cannot replace a man's initial crime. Realis- 
tic narrative makes the story into a believable adventure.

DEER RIVER RAFT $2.50 


More about Fred, Hank and Janey of Deer Mountain Hideaway (1953, p. 39) in 
which the kids solve another mystery, again involving their friend the game warden Joe 
Patches. It is Janey's love for Heliotrope, Mr. Leesom's cow, and the advent of Tim- 
an "outsider" who befriends the boys- that start things off. When Mr. Leesom's cows 
disappear and Joe Patches is suspect, suspicions narrow at last to pinpoint Tim, who 
already has a thief's record,and Mr. Leesom for the stealing- the one to earn a dis- 
honest dollar and the other to clear some debts. Adequate, but far from comparable 
with Lulu's Window or Shoot for a Mule.

CRYSTAL MOUNTAIN $2.75 


“* This is tops in a story that measures up to the highest standards of child- 
ren's literature. The setting is unique, in a recall of a childhood in Lebanon, humor- 
ously and skillfully backgrounding a story that grows inevitably out of the elements 
of the childhood world. Gerald and Harry, about eleven or twelve, are sheer delight 
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in characterizations that are true and deep. They live in the hills outside Beirut, where 

their father has a government job. They are disgusted when they learn of the advent of a 

new neighbor, a girl with whom they are expected to play. But she turns out to be wholly | 
different from their expectations. She has nicknamed herself after an ancient queen of a 
Britain, "Boadie"; she's as adept as they in exploring among the rocks. And she has a 
wonderful governess, Miss Dunbar, who can make the Odyssey seem exciting adventure, and who | 
loves to find her own reading nook up in the trees- Trailing pets, a younger brother and a 
shepherd boy, the children discover an old stone house, and run down a legend pertaining 

to it which leads to the solving of a very credible mystery. Then there's a human problem 

to contend with in the person of a maladjusted bully, Edmond. Miss Dunbar helps them to see 

that Edmond needs aid rather than punishment. At the last the secret they share involves a 

modern sort of Ulysses who had worked for Lebanese independence. It's a rich reading 

experience- a wonderful family book- and it has the added blessing of drawings by the re- 


nowned E. H. Shepard.

THE EXPANDABLE BROWNS $2.75 


A warm story of a family in which there always seems to be room for one more 
takes the Browns and their children Pat, Bob and Suzie through a bustling half year. As 
the story opens they are living in town, in rather cramped style. Rex, a large dog acquired 
by Suzie, and young Aunt Meg who comes to stay while job hunting- send them househunting 
and they find a nice big old place in the country where they can spread out comfortably- 
and take on a few more boarders. There's Kenny, a problem child whose mother is temporarily 
sick; more cats, dogs and rabbits; and grumpy Mr. Teague, a paying boarder. When Meg 
marries, the wedding is excicing. But when Mrs. Brown decides to start a child care center, 
Mr. Teague objects and leaves. He returns later to tell them happily that living with the 
Browns had changed him and reconciled him with his wife, from whom he was separated.

* Here is a female Jom Sawyer- not as good as the Twain version- but with her own 
distinction as Deborah Todd plays the swashbuckling heroine in a girls' story that has 
guts. She is eleven, lives today in the small Lake Superior town of Henry's Bend with her 
family, and surrounded by her hero Bob Thibeau, their gang and the busy life they lead. 
One escapade leads to another. If Debby is not selling clothes at a rummage sale or trying 
to avert Grandmother's lectures or arranging for an old Chippewa chief to speak to a 
ladies' club- she is out skating with Bob and the gang or getting lost down a mine while 
hunting for uranium with Bob's brother's geiger counter. These incidents are told with 
snappy dialogue and lively descriptions.

Mrs. Eichelberger has won wide notice as a story teller in U.N. and school 
circles but her first one in book form shows a disappointing choice of elements. It is 
about a Polish D.P. boy who comes to join his mother in New York and at first, the narra- 
tive has a freshness that seems to capture the feelings of a 12 year old immigrant. Bronko 
makes two neighborhood friends, but there are many fears that temporarily mar his life. He 
must learn better English; he thinks School will be like a concentration camp; and he must 
stand up against a mean gang of boys who call themselves the Space Cadets. They heckle 
Bronko for being a foreigner, but turn friendly when they discover Bronko had met the famous 
television star, Dale Dawson, in Germany. They bribe him to join, but Bronko remains wary 
until there is a dangerous trick played on his two friends (who haven't been asked to join ) 
and Dale Dawson enters to save the day and helps turn the boys' thoughts towards Scouting. 
Good as far as it goes, but the heavy handed episodes about Dale detract from the story's 
own moral fibre.

Two little girls have everyday adventures on a Maine island and though both 
profit from their experiences, a sentimental watering down makes the story a bland 
dish. Nine year old Ann Marsh whose home is on Bleak Island, hates nosey “summer 
people". It is a resentment she immediately transfersto Betsy, an Ohio girl who comes 
to stay with her grandmother Mrs. Gates. Ann thinks Betsy is a "scairdy cat". But 
through Mrs. Gates' stories about the Island, picnics and other activities, a friend- 
ship is formed. Ann realizes her prejudice is foolish and Betsy proves herself by 
rescuing a kitten in a storm.

A city family in the country- and a country dog who helps them learn the way 
to make the adjustment- this is the backbone of a delicious bit of nonsense.

But Junket, a big Airedale, 
had been left to the care of the McDonegal children by his owners who had gone to 
Europe. Reluctant consent for temporary hospice was however all that Junket needed. 
And the McDonegals found he was indispensable to their new way of life. Other animals 
join the ranks- and supply Mrs. McDonegal with models for her painting. They win 
prizes at a local show and finally convert even the obdurate Mr. McDonegal. The Robert 
McCloskey drawings are just right for the lively, humorous text.

IN PONDS AND STREAMS $3.00 


A companion volume to In Yards and Gardens and In Woods and Fields, govers 
a wide selection of North American plants and animals whose habitat is on or near 
small bodies of water. Sections on plants, insects,birds, fish, reptiles and furry 
animals each contain the species most familiar to us. Efficient texts and soft, 
accurate pencil drawings and diagrams by the author describe them as to habits, appear- 
ance, life cycle etc.- and to supplement these notes there are shorter references to 
less common varieties. An attractive format adds to the appeal. Recommended for 
first nature studies.

Haines, Madge & Morrill, Leslie Makers of America Book- Abingdon Press 
THE WRIGHT BROTHERS $1.50 


Despite a misleading subtitle, "First to Fly", young people who read the 
biography carefully will discover that Orville and Wilbur Wright were the first to fly 
in a powered glider and as such take their place at a vital stage in the development 
of flight. Nevertheless there is unfortunately little reference to this. Mostly, 
the biography is of simple elements. As boys the Wrights were firm friends and always 
worked together. Their natural inventiveness and strong interest in kites and the air 
paved the ways for later study and work at Kitty Hawk. Though details are interesting 
the melodramatic build up of conquering the air detracts from the concept of flight's 
more continuous and progressive development.

DINOSAURS $2.50 


Still another primer on prehistoric animals compares favorably with the many 
books already in the field. The simple text, accompanied by George Mason's green and 
brown sketches, outlines the course of North American animal and geological evolution 
from the first amphibian's final exodus to the land. As the ages inched along, dinosaurs 
developed and we have the habits and characteristics of main varieties before and during 
the continental immersion by the Arctic sea.

Wat takes him to his father in the Tower and there Raleigh 
decides to use him as a secretary, and Francis gradually becomes a loved member of 
the family. Both boys sail with Raleigh when King James commissions the ill fated 
expedition to hunt for gold.

To 17 year 
old Anne's distress, her father, a tradesman, and a widower, has recently married again a 
pretty Boston girl, Polly. The marriage was further complicated by objections from Polly's 
own family and so there is a standard set of resentments against her, from both sides. 
Anne's however, are sublimated in the zealous work she does for Michigan's Governor Mason. 
The Rogers settle near Detroit where Anne prepares for a teaching position. Events move 
to cause her father's death, Polly's triumph over her own family on inheritance matters, 
and the new political status with its promise of economic betterment.

Tried and true values are exhibited in this story of a girl on her own in the 
1840's but a closer look reveals the actions as melodramatic and unexplained. Orphaned 
early, Melissa Lowery has been living with Granny Ellis in Pennsylvania. She is totally 
bereft when Granny dies, and starts walking west, hoping to meet a friendly family in a oo 
wagon train. The Parmenters, mother, father and grown son Abel, are the ones who take 
her in, but what they have in friendliness they lack in honesty- for they are hawkers of a 
cure-all. It is an odd set of circumstances that materializes when Melissa and the 
Parmenters join forces. Abel and his father discover Melissa can sing- to help sell their 
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medicine. Her voice then attracts Frank Kendall, a theatre manager who offers Melissa 
a career. Discouraged by the Parmenters' dishonesty, Melissa seizes the opportunity, 
but not before she discovers that Mr. Parmenter is the family bullwhip who coerces a 
basically reluctant Abel and his mother to make the medicine rather than an honest 
living. Then, with Frank, Melissa discovers his dishonesty- in time to return to a 
happy future with the repentant Abel. So far, this author's work has had a certain 
strength (see Summer Under Sail, A Star to Follow etc.) but weak character study does 
not reinforce it here.
